purpose of the interview was to insure complete and accurate 
information is available concerning his background. Governor 
Carnahan was also advised that the scope of the interview is back 
to when he was 18 years of age. At that time Governor Carnahan 
provided the following information: 

Governor Carnahan was asked to review and comment on 
the accuracy of his Standard Form 86 (SF-86) , previously filled 
out and signed.

Governor Carnahan elaborated that on the area of his 
employment, he previously had shown part-time employment as an 
attorney covering the time frame from February 1961 through 
Januairy 1993.

We have audited the special-purpose financial statement, identified in the table 
of contents, of the General Revenue Fund-State of the Office of Governor for the years 
ended June 30, 1994 and 1993. This financial statement is the responsibility of the 
office’s management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on this financial 
statement based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards 
and Government Auditing Standards, issued by the Comptroller General of the United 
States. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain 
reasonable assurance about whether the financial statement is free of material 
misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the 
amounts and disclosures in the financial statement. An audit also includes assessing the 
accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as 
evaluating the overall financial statement presentation.

NOTES TO THE FINANCIAL STATEMENT AND SUPPLEMENTARY DATA 


Notes to the Financial Statement: 

1. Significant Accounting Policies 

A. Basis of Presentation 

This financial statement presents only selected data for the General 
Revenue Fund-State of the Office of Governor. 

The financial statement excludes the appropriation made to the Office of 
Governor for fiscal year 1993 from the Greneral Revenue Fund-State for 
the payment of principal, interest, and annual fee requirements of the 
Missouri Health and Educational Facilities Authority for Missouri College 
Savings Bonds. For fiscal year 1994, this appropriation was made to the 
Office of Administration. During the audit period, this appropriation was 
administered by, and therefore reported in, the financial statements of the 
Office of Administration. 

Appropriations, presented in the Exhibit, are not separate accoimting 
entities. They do not record the assets, liabilities, and equities of the 
related fund but are used only to account for and control the office’s 
expenditures fi'om amounts appropriated by the General Assembly for the 
fiscal year. 

Expenditures presented for each appropriation may not reflect the total 
cost of the related activity. Other direct and indirect costs provided by 
the office and other state agencies are not allocated to the applicable fund 
or program. 

B. Basis of Accounting 

The Statement of Appropriations and Expenditures is presented on the 
state’s legal budgetary basis of accounting which recognizes expenditures 
on the encumbrance method. Expenditures include amounts payable or 
encumbered at Jime 30 and paid during the lapse period, which ends 
August 31 for regular appropriations and December 31 for capital 
improvements. The authority to expend appropriations ends with the 
close of the lapse period. 

C. Fiscal Authority and Responsibility 

The office administers transactions in the General Revenue Fund-State. 
The state treasurer as fund custodian and the Office of Administration 
provide administrative control over fimd resources within the authority 
prescribed by the General Assembly. 
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The office receives appropriations from this fimd and does not maintain a 
proprietary interest in the fund. Appropriations from the fund are used 
for the basic operation of the office, including those programs and services 
that have no other funding source. These appropriations also may be used 
to initially fund or to provide matching funds or support for programs paid 
wholly or partially from other sources. 

Employee Fringe Benefits 

General Provisions 


Employees are covered by the Missouri State Employees’ Retirement 
System (MOSERS) (a noncontributory plan) and the social security system 
and may participate in the state’s medical benefit and life msurance, 
deferred compensation, and cafeteria plans. Retirement system 
contributions, the state’s portion of social security taxes, and the state’s 
contribution to the medical benefit and life insurance plan are paid from 
the same fund as the related payrolls. The deferred compensation and 
cafeteria plans involve employee payroll deferrals or reductions only. 

Transfers related to salaries are not appropriated by agency and thus, are 
not presented in the financial statement at the Exhibit. 

The Governmental Accounting Standards Board’s Codification of 
Governmental Accounting and Financial Reporting Standards requires 
certain disclosures regarding governmental retirement plans, deferred 
compensation plans, and benefits other than pension benefits provided to 
terminated employees. Required disclosures for the state reporting entity 
are included in the Comprehensive Annual Financial Report issued for the 
state of Missouri. Information applicable to or available at the agency 
level is provided below for the Office of Governor. 

Retirement System 

MOSERS is a single-employer, public employee retirement system 
established and administered under state statutes. Substantially all 
full-time state employees who are not covered under another 
state-sponsored system are eligible for membership in MOSERS. 

For the years ended June 30, 1994 and 1993, the office’s payrolls for 
employees covered by MOSERS were approximately $1,227,000 and 
$1,163,000, respectively; the payrolls for all employees were $1,240,000 
and $1,173,000, respectively. 

Effective August 28, 1992, retirement benefits for most state employees 
are fully vested after five years of creditable service. Prior to that date, 
benefits were 50-percent vested after five years of service and fully vested 
after ten years of service. Employees who retire at or after age fifty-five 
with thirty or more years of service are entitled to an allowance, payable 
monthly for life, based on the benefit program then in effect. The 


allowance is equal to a percentage of the employee’s final average salary 
multiplied by the num^r of years of creditable service. Final average 
salary is the average of the employee’s highest thirty-six consecutive 
months of sala^. Employees with ten or more years of service may retire 
at or after age jSfty-five and receive a reduced allowance. MOSERS also 
provides death and disability benefits. 

The state is required to make all contributions to MOSERS. 
Contributions are set by statute as a percentage of covered payroll. For 
the years ended June 30, 1994 and 1993, contributions for the office’s 
employees were approximately $123,000 and $119,000, respectively. 

Other Postemplovment Benefits 

In addition to retirement benefits, the state provides postretirement 
medical and life insurance benefits, in accordance with the statutes, to the 
majority of employees who retire fi:*om state employment. These benefits 
are also administered by MOSERS. Medical benefits are funded through 
both state and retiree contributions. State contributions are statutorily 
determined as a fixed dollar amount per month per eligible retiree. 
Retiree contribution rates are established based on projected claims 
experience and funding provided by state contributions. Life insurance 
benefits are funded through retiree contributions. 

Deferred Compensation and Cafeteria Plans 

Created in accordance with Internal Revenue Code Section 457, the 
deferred compensation plan permits employees to defer a portion of their 
current salary until future years. The deferred compensation is not 
available to employees until termination, retirement, death, or 
unforeseeable emergency. 

The cafeteria plan is a flexible compensation program created in 
accordance with Internal Revenue Code Section 125. This plan permits 
employees to reduce their salaries in exchange for nontaxable benefits, 
creating tax savings that are used to pay or reimburse certain expenses 
elected by the employees. The options available to employees are medical 
expense reimbursement, dependent care reimbursement, and premium 
payment for state medical and life insurance. 

Program Specific 

The Office of Governor is appropriated funds to pay Missouri’s share in various 
national and regional programs. The office makes a lump-sum payment aimually 
to the National Governors’ Association and the Advisory Commission on 
Intergovernmental Relations. 'These payments are for Missouri’s share of the 
expense of program operations. 



Note to the Supplementary Data: 

3. General Fixed Assets 

General fixed assets, which are recorded as expenditures when acquired, are 
capitalized at cost in the General Fixed Assets Account Group and are not 
depreciated. 

The Office of Governor no longer records fixed assets with a value of less than 
$250. The June 30, 1992 fixed assets balance was adjusted to remove assets with 
a value of less than $260 from the inventory balance. In addition, the fixed asset 
balance was adjusted to correct errors made in recording values of certain fixed 
assets.

HISTORY AND ORGANIZATION 


OFFICE OF GOVERNOR 
HISTORY AND ORGANIZATION 


The supreme executive power of the state is vested in the governor. Unless otherwise 
provided by law, he appoints members of all boards, commissions, and state government 
department heads as well as those of several other entities in the state and all vacancies 
in public offices. He commissions aU officers of the state unless otherwise provided by 
law. Through his capacity as commander-in-chief of the militia, he is the conservator 
of peace throughout the state. 

Providing the state’s principal financial administration, the governor presents to the 
General Assembly a proposed budget for each appropriation period, passes approval on 
appropriation bills presented to him by the General Assembly, and subsequent to the 
passage of such bills, may control the rate at which appropriations are expended. He 
may reduce the appropriations when actual revenues are below the estimated revenues 
upon which the appropriations were based. 

All bills passed by both houses are presented to and considered by the governor where 
they are signed into law or disapproved and returned to the originating house. 

In addition to the duties which are specifically assigned to the governor in the 
constitution, he has many other duties assigned to him by statute and by custom. The 
governor is also a member of the Board of Public Buildings and the State Board of Fund 
Commissioners. 

The governor is required to be at least thirty years of age and must have been a citizen 
of the United States for at least fifteen years and a resident of this state at least ten 
years prior to election. The governor is elected at the presidential election for a 
four-year terai and is subject to re-election. No person may hold the officer for more 
than two terms. 

On January 11, 1993, Mel Carnahan was inaugurated as the state’s forty-ninth 
Governor. His term will expire in January 1997. 

At June 30, 1994, the office employed forty-seven personnel. An organization chart for 
the office follows.

Circumvention of the Appropriation Process (pages 19-22) 

The Office of Governor uses appropriations budgeted to other state agencies to 
pay personnel and equipment costs. Expenses incurred in one fiscal year were 
held and paid from the subsequent year’s appropriation. 

Expenditures and Purchasing Procedures (pages 23-24) 

Written agreements were not obtained for professional services. Some 
employees are not using the phone credit cards for the long distance carrier 
which was awarded the state contract. Procurement and bidding requirements 
were not always followed. 

Fixed Assets (pages 24-25) 

Fixed asset records are not complete or accurate. An annual schedule of 
additions and deletions of fixed assets is not prepared. 

Personnel Policy (page 26) 

Employees are not required to work a 40 hour week.

MANAGEMENT ADVISORY REPORT 


We have audited the financial statement of the Office of Governor for the years ended 
June 30, 1994 and 1993, and have issued our report thereon dated February 1, 1995. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards and 
Government Auditing Standards, issued by the Comptroller General of the United 
States. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain 
reasonable assurance about whether the financial statement is free of material 
misstatement. 

In planning and performing our audit for the years ended June 30, 1994 and 1993, we 
considered the office’s internal control structure in order to determine our auditing 
procedures for the purpose of expressing our opinion on the office’s financial statement 
and not to provide assurance on the internal control structure. 

The management of the Office of Governor is responsible for establishing and 
maintaining an internal control structure. In fulfilling this responsibility, estimates and 
judgments by management are required to assess the expected benefits and related 
costs of internal control structure policies and procedures. The objectives of an internal 
control structure are to provide management, with reasonable, but not absolute, 
assurance that assets are s^eguarded against loss from unauthorized use or disposition, 
and that transactions are executed in accordance with management’s authorization and 
recorded properly to permit the preparation of financial statements in accordance with 
generally accepted accounting principles. 

Because of inherent limitations in any internal control structure, errors or irregularities 
may nevertheless occur and not be detected. Also, projection of any evaluation of the 
structure to future periods is subject to the risk that procedures may become inadequate 
because of changes in conditions or that the effectiveness of the design and operation 
of policies and procedures may deteriorate. 

For the purpose of this report, we have classified the significant internal control 
structure policies and procedures as expenditures, payroll, and general fixed assets. 

For all of the internal control structure categories listed above, we obtained an 
understanding of the design of relevant policies and procedures and determined whether 
they have been placed in operation, and we assessed control risk. 

We noted certain matters involving the internal control structure and its operation that 
we consider to be reportable conditions under standards established by the Ameri^n 
Institute of Certified Public Accountants. Reportable conditions involve matters coming 
to our attention relating to significant deficiencies in the design or operation of the 
internal control structime that, in our judgment, could adversely affect the entity’s 
ability to record, process, summarize, and report financial data consistent with the 
assertions of management in the financial statements.

A material weakness is a reportable condition in which the design or operation of one 
or more of the internal control structure elements does not reduce to a relatively low 
level the risk that errors or irregularities in amounts that would be material to the 
financial statements being audited may occur and not be detected within a timely period 
by employees in the normal course of performing their assigned functions. 

Our consideration of the internal control structure would not necessarily disclose all 
matters in the internal control structure that might be reportable conditions and, 
accordingly, would not necessarily disclose all reportable conditions that are also 
considered to be material weaknesses as defined above. However, we noted certain 
matters involving the internal control structure and its operation that we consider to 
be material weaknesses. These matters are presented in our report. 

Compliance with laws, regulations, contracts, and grants applicable to the Office of 
Governor is also the responsibility of the office’s management. As part of obtaining 
reasonable assurance about whether the financial statement is free of material 
misstatement, we performed tests of the office’s compliance with certain provisions of 
laws, regulations, contracts, and grants. However, the objective of our audit of the 
financial statement was not to provide an opinion on overall compliance with such 
provisions. Accordingly, we do not express such an opinion. 

The results of our tests of compliance indicate that, with respect to the items tested, 
the Office of Governor complied, in all material respects, with the provisions referred 
to in the preceding paragraph. With respect to items not tested, nothing came to our 
attention that caused us to believe that the office had not complied, in all material 
respects, with those provisions. However, the results of our tests disclosed certam 
instances of noncompliance with those provisions, and these findings are presented in 
our report. 

During our audit, we also identified certain management practices which we believe 
could be improved. Our audit was not designed or intended to be a detailed study of 
every system, procedure, and transaction. Accordingly, the findings presented in our 
report should not be considered as all-inclusive of areas where improvements may be 
needed. 

The period of audit for the purposes stated above included, but was not limited to, the 
period covered by the financial statement. 

An integral part of the Office of Governor’s funding for the National Guard’s emergency 
duties comes from federal financial assistance. The report on these federal funds is 
presented in the State of Missouri Single Audit Report issued by the State Auditor’s 
office. The single audit is conducted in accordance with the provisions of Office of 
Management and Budget Circular A-128, “Audits of State and Local Governments.” 


1. Circumvention of the Appropriation Process 


The Office of Governor receives appropriations from the General Revenue Fund- 
State for the operating costs of the Governor’s office and mansion. Those 
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appropriations totaled approximately $1.5 million for the year ended June 30, 
1994. 

A. While it appears the appropriations are intended to cover the basic 
operating costs of the office, we noted several employees are budgeted to 
and paid from appropriations of other state agencies. These employees are 
physically located in and supervised by the Governor’s office, and perform 
duties attendant to programs and functions of the Office of Governor; 
however the salaries of the employees are paid from appropriations of 
other state agencies. 

1. Three employees were paid from appropriations of the Office of 
Administration (OA). These employees prepared monthly time 
sheets for OA. Salaries paid to these employees during the audit 
period totaled approximately $97,000. 

One employee, who is an attorney for the Governor’s office, 
indicated he spends about 70 percent of his time on tasks related to 
governmental oversight of the Departments of Natural Resources 
and Corrections and the rest on miscellaneous issues of interest to 
the Office of Governor. This employee’s expense accounts are also 
paid by OA. 

Another employee is the Executive Secretary to the Chief Counsel 
for the Governor’s office. Her responsibilities include clerical 
duties, scheduling for the Chief Counsel, and tracking of legislative 
bills for the attorneys. The third employee is a secretary whose 
duties include opening and delivering the office mail. 

2. The Assistant Director of Policy Development for the Governor’s 
office was paid half by the Office of Governor and half by the 
Department of Social Services (DSS). This employee prepared 
monthly time sheets for the Office of Governor, along with 
summaries indicating she worked on areas such as policy 
development, constituent services, Medicaid issues, welfare reform, 
and legislative issues. The salary for this employee paid by DSS 
during the audit period totaled approximately $28,000. 

3. The Executive Secretary to the Legal Counsel was paid half by the 
Department of Natural Resources (DNR) and half by the 
Department of Corrections (DOC). This employee did not prep^e 
a time sheet, but at our request, prepared a list of her typical job 
duties. She indicated she coordinated meetings, made and received 
telephone calls, and typed correspondence regarding issues such as 
clean air, dioxin issues, state parks, prison sites, crime bills, and 
death penalty cases. The salary for this employee paid by the DNR 
and DOC during the audit period totaled approximately $10,000. 

While some of the activities performed by some of these employees were 
related to the departments which paid their salaries, it appears their 



primary job responsibilities were functions associated with the Office of 
Governor. If these employees are performing work for the Office of the 
Governor, their salaries and expenses should be paid from Governor’s 
office appropriations. 

B. Between January and August 1993, the OA purchased various computer 
equipment which was delivered to the Governor’s office and mansion. This 
computer equipment cost approximately $53,500. Although this equipment 
is identified as property of the OA, the equipment has been used 
exclusively by the Office of Governor, for what appeared to be routine 
daily activities. Governor’s office personnel indicated the OA plans to 
reclaim the property when the Office of Governor no longer needs it. 

C. In March 1994, the Commissioner of the OA informed the Office of 
Governor that inmate labor costs associated with the Mansion and 
previously paid from the Mansion appropriation could be assigned to an 
OA-Pacilities Management appropriation. Accordingly, costs previously 
paid by the Office of Governor and totaling $8,215 were backed out of the 
Mansion appropriation and charged to the OA. The Commissioner 
indicated the Mansion budget was “insufficient to fund the current level 
of activities”, and this transfer of responsibility would obviate the need of 
approaching the legislature for an increase in the Governor’s appropriation. 

D. Since the state fiscal year ends June 30, we reviewed invoices paid by the 
Office of Governor in July to determine if July expenditures were actually 
expenses of the new fiscal year, or if such payments represented unpaid 
obligations of the previous fiscal year. We noted that in fiscal year 1994, 
computer consulting services costing $9,975 were held and paid from the 
subsequent year’s appropriation because current year appropriations were 
insufficient to pay the expenses. 

The operations of the Office of Governor have been supplemented by 
appropriations of other state agencies, thus circumventing the appropriation 
process as established by the General Assembly. The practice of overspending 
appropriations and using funds designated for the subsequent year to cover the 
overage circumvents the appropriation process. These practices make it difficult 
to establish accountability for the costs of operating the Office of Governor. 

WF, PinnnMMF.ND the Office of Governor: 

A-C. Discontinue the practice of using other state agencies’ appropriations to 
pay operating costs of the office and mansion. The Office of Governor 
should request funding levels sufficient to pay all operating costs of the 
office from its own appropriations. 

D. Keep expenditures within the limits of current year appropriations. 
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AUDITEE*S RESPONSE 

A. The practice of utilizing departmental resources to address issues relevant to 
these departments has been used by at least the three prior administrations. For 
example during the period of January 1981 through June 1982, Governor Bond 
used $188,500 from state department appropriations for governor^ s office staff. 
This is an efficient and effective way to concentrate resources on high priority 
issues and results in no additional cost to the state. The option of transferring 
appropriations as priorities change is simply not practical as the areas of 
greatest need cannot be anticipated up to 18 months in advance. 

The Commission on Management and ProdvLctivity initiative, the Medicaid 
waiver request, the information networking initiative, the Clean Air Act 
implementation, prison site selections and prison population management are 
among the high priority issues that have placed an increasingly ’ higher demand 
on the time of the Governor's staff, and this cost has been shared with those 
departments impacted by these initiatives. 

B. The Office of Administration has historically assigned office equipment to the 
Governor's Office to support our efforts to maximize the productivity of our 
personnel. This equipment has been properly inventoried by the Office of 
Administration and will be returned when it is no longer used by this office. 

C. The First Family has opened the Governor's Mansion to the public on far more 
occasions than previous governors. Resources from the Division of Facilities 
Management of the Office of Administration have been redirected to pay for 
inmate labor, which is consistent with the division’s mission to pay operating 
costs of other buildings in the capitol complex. ^This . budget redirection has 
allowed the mansion budget to absorb the cost of allowing greater aecess to the 
mansion for the citizens of Missouri. 

D. We concur. The fiscal year 1991, invoice in question presented an unusual 
problem because it was contrasted on an hourly basis. The vendor was working 
until the end of the fiscal year in an effort to complete the project, making it 
difficult to estimate cost. We had adequate funds to cover the invoice dated 
June 27, 199A. However, due to lateness of billing we purchased essential 
supplies for fiscal year 1995 with remaining appropriations and paid the fiscal 
year 1994. invoice from the fiscal year 1995 appropriation. The net result was 
that there was no over expenditure. 

ATJDITOR*S nOMMTCWT 

A. It should be noted that our audit reports on the Office of Governor not only noted 

the $188,500 apphcable to former Governor Bond, but also noted similar ^dings 
applicable to former Governors Ashcroft and Teasdale. After the 1988 audit was 
released, the Governor’s office ceased this practice until now. 
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Expendituies Purchasing Procedures 


During our review of expenditures, we noted the following concerns: 

A. During the eighteen months ended June 30, 1994, the Office of Governor 
paid approximately $16,200 for research services. Services included legal 
research on campaign finance reform legislation and school finance 
calculations related to the ICansas City Desegregation Program. No 
written agreements could be located outlining the services to be perfomed 
and compensation to be paid for rendering those services. Professional 
services should be supported by written agreements to ensure all parties 
are aware of duties to be performed and compensation to be paid. 

B. The Office of Governor is not always using the long distance carrier which 
was awarded the state contract. Some personnel opted to obtain phone 
credit cards with the former carrier because they felt the current carrier’s 
cards were “too inconvenient”. The state contract was awarded through 
the solicitation of bids, to the carrier which would provide the lowest and 
best price for the service. 

C. We noted procurement and bidding requirements were not always 
followed. Some examples follow: 


1, For the eighteen months ended June 30, 1994, the Office of 
Governor paid approximately $8,200 through local purchase orders 
for the purchase of flowers for the Governor’s mansion. Mansion 
personnel indicated they use primarily one vendor for flower 
purchases and that at the beginning of the current administration, 
various flower shops were contacted for prices, with one vendor 
selected because they offered a discount. Mansion personnel have 
not resolicited price quotes since that time, nor were the initial 
contacts documented. 

Office of Administration procurement guidelines limit the use of 
local purchase orders to purchases with a total value of less than 
$5,000 per year. Repetitive purchases should be established on a 
contingency contract through the Division of Purchasing. 

2. During the six months ended June 30, 1993, the Office of Governor 
paid approximately $1,100 for engraved placecards and menucards, 
and $1,270 for playing cards. Competitive bids for these purchases 
were not obtained. 

Office of Administration procurement ^defines require that when 
possible, a minimum of three competitive bids should be obtained 
for purchases over $1,000.

WE RECOMMEND the Office of Governor: 

A. Ensure all professional services are supported by written agreements 
specifying duties to be performed and compensation to be paid. 

B. Utilize the state contract long-distance carrier. 

C. Ensure the state’s procurement and bid polices are followed. 
AUDITEE'S RESPONSE 

A. We concur. While no written contract was ‘prepared, we did., have a clear 
understanding of the duties to he performed and of the compensation rate to he 
paid. 

B. We concur. All Governor’s Office personnel are now using the state long-distance 
carrier. 

C. The Governor’s Mansion purchased flowers for special events held at the mansion 
and did receive quotes from local florists and selected the florist who offered the 
lowest cost. Since the initial quotes were received, we have acquired documented 
price quotes from the local florists for future purchases. Floral arrange'ments 
are used for multiple special events. 

The Governor’s Mansion is a major tourist attraction in central Missouri, 
bringing substantial economic benefits to the region. Over 50,000 people visited 
the 'mansion during fiscal year 199Jt, 'more than double the numbers in prior 
administrations. The increased access to the mansion by the general public 
resulted in a higher demand for flowers and items given as token gifts to ‘visiting 
citizens. Volumes necessary for bids based on estimated usage were difficult to 
ascertain during our first six months in the Governor’s office. We are 'vigilantly 
adhering to the state’s procurement a'nd bid policies at the present time. 


3. 


Fixed Assets 


Fixed assets for the Office of Governor and the Governor’s mansion total 
approximately $549,000. Our review of property records indicated the following 
areas where improvements are needed: 

A. Fixed asset records do not always include complete descriptions, accurate 
locations, and model and serial numbers where applicable. Such 
information is necessary to assist in the annual inventory and to provide 
complete and accurate fixed asset records. 

The Code of State Regulations, at 15 CSR 40-2.031, requires departments 
to maintain adequate fixed asset records that contain identification 
number; description of the item including name, make, model and serial 
number, where appropriate; acquisition cost; date of acquisition; estimated

useful life at the date of acquisition, if applicable; physical location; and 
method and date of disposition. 

This situation was noted in our previous audit. 

B. Dual inventory records, manual and computerized, are maintained for the 
fixed assets; however the manual and computerized records have never 
been reconciled. Maintaining a dual system requires additional time to 
update the records and increases the chance of mistakes, errors and 
omissions. For example, property acquired since January 1993 has not 
been added to the computerized inventory listing, however manual records 
were maintained for these additions. These additions not recorded on the 
computer inventory totaled approximately $114,800. Our review also 
noted fixed assets totaling approximately $95,800 were recorded twice on 
the computerized inventory listing. 

The manual records should be reconciled to the computerized inventory 
listing and any discrepancies resolved. Once this reconciliation is 
performed, only one inventory listing should be maintained. One complete 
and accurate list of property records is essential for the proper 
presentation of fixed assets. Furthermore, proper safeguarding of assets 
requires the timely and accurate recording of transactions. 

C. A schedule of additions and retirements of fixed assets is not prepared. 
Property additions and retirements should be accounted for on a current 
basis to better safeguard assets. The Code of State Regulations, at 15 
CSR 40-2.031 requires state agencies to prepare a statement of changes 
in fixed assets annually to summarize transactions occurring during the 
fiscal year. 

This situation was noted in our previous audit. 

WE RECOMMEND the Office of Governor: 

A. Record accurate and complete descriptions of assets on the property 
records. 

B. Reconcile the manual inventory records to the computerized inventory list 
and resolve any differences. Once the reconciliation is complete, only one 
inventory listing should be maintained. 

C. Prepare schedules of additions and deletions annually. 

AUDITEE^S RESPONSE 


We concur. We are in the 'process of i'mple'menting all recom/mendations regarding 
fixed assets. We would point out that the duplicate records on the computerized listing 
were present when this administration took office.

During the two years ended June 30, 1994, the Office of Governor expended 
approximately $2.4 million for employee salaries. We noted the office’s policy 
manual requires full-time employees to work a minimum of 37.5 hours per week. 
The office policy related to the accrual of side and annual leave and compensatory 
time is the same policy whidi applies to other state employees. However, other 
state employees are generally required to work a 40 hour week. 

Although it may be within the power of the Office of Governor to establish a 
work week that varies from state policy, it appears it would be'more equitable 
to make the policy consistent with that observed by other state agencies. 

WE RECOMMF.ND the Office of Governor consider requiring of their employees 
the same 40 hour work week which is required of other state employees. 

AUDITEE*S RESPONSE 

We eoTicur. The office policy inanual has been updated to reflect the requirement that 
employees are expected to work a minimum of lo hours p&r week. A review of time 
sheets shows the average time worked (excluding senior staff who worked many more 
hours) during the audit period was Jli.2 hours per week.

FOLLOW-UP ON STATE AUDITOR’S PRIOR RECOMMENDATIONS 


This section reports follow-up action taken by the Office of Governor on 
recommendations made in the Management Advisory Report (MAR) of our prior report 
issued for the period July 1, 1992 to January 11, 1993 and the two years ended June 30, 
1992. 

The prior recommendations which have not been implemented, but are considered 
significant, have been repeated in the current MAR. Although the remaining 
unimplemented recommendations have not been repeated, the office should consider 
implementing these recommendations. 

1. Fixed Assets 

A. Fixed asset records did not always include complete descriptions, accurate 
locations, and model and serial numbers where applicable. In addition, 
inventory records did not list purchase dates for many assets. Also, 
property records did not always accurately reflect property tag numbers 
and location of assets. 

B. Additions were not recorded in the property records on a timely basis. 
Some items were purchased during the audit period, but not added to 
property records. 

C. Some assets were not tagged. Of 58 items tested for the office and 
mansion, seven (12 percent) did not have property tags attached. 

D. A schedule of additions and retirements of fixed assets was not prepared. 

E. Many furniture items no longer used in the Governor’s Mansion were 
stored in various locations in Jefferson City. Some items have been in 
storage for years. Stored items were not reviewed periodically to 
determine if unused furniture should be disposed of. 

F. The Office of Governor disposed of three vehicles dxuing the audit period. 
Documentation supporting the disposal of one of the vehicles could not be 
found. 

G. The Office of Governor acquired a 1988 Dodge at no cost from State 
Surplus Property in April 1992. Although the vehicle was placed on the 
property listing, no value was recorded for the vehicle. 

Recommendation : 

The Office of Governor: 

A. Record accurate and complete descriptions of assets on the property 
records. 
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B. Record additions to the property records on a timely basis. 

C. Tag assets promptly. 

D. Prepare schedules of additions and deletions annually. 

E. Periodically review stored furniture to evaluate the need for continued 
storage or appropriate disposal. 

F. Maintain proper supporting documentation for all vehicle dispositions. 

G. Record vehicles purchased on the fixed asset records at cost or fair market 
value if cost is not available. 

Status : 

A,B, 

&D. Not implemented. See MAR No. 3. 

C. Not implemented. Of 49 items tested for the office and mansion, five (10 
percent) did not have a property tag attached. Although not repeated in 
the current report, our recommendation remains as stated above. 

E. Partially implemented. The mansion staff is currently reviewing stored 
furniture to evaluate the need for continued storage, refurbishing, or 
appropriate disposal. 

F&G. Implemented. 

2. Personal Services 


A. Employees were not required to prepare monthly time sheets showing 
hours worked and leave taken. 

B. The Office of Governor established leave policies that allowed employees 
to accumulate annual leave up to the maximum that can be earned in two 
years. Our review of personnel records indicated eight employees were 
allowed to accumulate annual leave in excess of the limits established by 
the policy. 

C. For the period July 1, 1992 to January 11, 1993, and the two fiscal years 
ended June 30, 1992, the Governor was paid less than the amount provided 
for by statute. The Governor was underpaid a total of $4,479. 

Recommendation : 

The Office of Governor: 

A. Require all employees to maintain time sheets. 
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B. Follow established policies on the accrual of annual leave. 

C. Compensate the Governor in accordance with the statutes and authorize 
the payment of $4,479 to former Governor Ashcroft. 

Status : 

A&B. Implemented. 

C. Partially implemented. Governor Carnahan was compensated in 
accordance with statutes. Former Governor Ashcroft refused to accept 
any payment.

We have audited the accompanying special-purpose financial statement of the General 
Revenue Fund-State of the Office of Governor for the years ended June 30, 1998, 1997, 1996, and 
1995, as identified in the table of contents. This special-purpose financial statement is the 
responsibility of the office's management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on this special- 
purpose financial statement based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards and the 
standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards, issued by the 
Comptroller General of the United States. Those standards require that we plan and perform the 
audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the special-purpose financial statement is free of 
material misstatement.

We have audited the special-purpose financial statement of the Office of Governor for the 
years ended June 30, 1998, 1997, 1996, and 1995, and have issued our report thereon dated 
October 14, 1998. We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards 
and the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards, issued 
by the Comptroller General of the United States. 

Compliance 

As part of obtaining reasonable assurance about whether the special-purpose financial 
statement of the Office of Governor is free of material misstatement, we performed tests of the 
office's compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts, and grants, noncompliance 
with which could have a direct and material effect on the determination of financial statement 
amounts. However, providing an opinion on compliance with those provisions was not an objective 
of our audit, and accordingly, we do not express such an opinion. The results of our tests disclosed 
no material instances of noncompliance that are required to be reported under Government Auditing 
Standards. However, we noted an instance of other noncompliance which is presented in the 
accompanying Management Advisory Report. 

Internal Control Over Financial Reporting 

In planning and performing our audit of the special-purpose financial statement of the Office 
of Governor, we considered the office's internal control over financial reporting in order to determine 
our auditing procedures for the purpose of expressing our opinion on the special-purpose financial 
statement and not to provide assurance on the internal control over financial reporting. Our 
consideration of the internal control over financial reporting would not necessarily disclose all matters 
in the internal control over financial reporting that might be material weaknesses. A material 
weakness is a condition in which the design or operation of one or more of the internal control 
components does not reduce to a relatively low level the risk that misstatements in amounts that 
would be material to the special-purpose financial statement being audited may occur and not be 
detected within a timely period by employees in the normal course of performing their assigned 
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functions. We noted no matters involving the internal control over financial reporting and its 
operation that we consider to be material weaknesses. 

This report is intended for the information of the management of the Office of Governor and 
other applicable government officials. However, this report is a matter of public record and its 
distribution is not limited.

NOTES TO THE FINANCIAL STATEMENT AND SUPPLEMENTARY DATA 


Notes to the Financial Statement: 

1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 

A. Reporting Entity and Basis of Presentation 

The accompanying special-purpose financial statement presents only selected data for 
the General Revenue Fxmd-State of the Office of Governor . 

Appropriations, presented in the Exhibit, are not separate accounting entities. They 
do not record the assets, liabilities, and equities of the related funds but are used only 
to accoimt for and control the office's expenditures from amounts appropriated by the 
General Assembly. 

Expenditures presented for each appropriation may not reflect the total cost of the 
related activity. Other direct and indirect costs provided by the office and other state 
agencies are not allocated to the applicable fund or program. 

B. Basis of Accoimting 

The Statement of Appropriations and Expenditures is presented on the state's legal 
budgetary basis of accounting which recognizes expenditures on the encumbrance 
method. Expenditures include amounts payable or enciunbered at June 30 and paid 
during the lapse period, which ends August 31 for regular appropriations and 
December 31 for capital improvement appropriations. The authority to expend 
appropriations ends with the close of the lapse period. However, the General 
Assembly may authorize reappropriation of the unexpended balances of capital 
improvement appropriations for the following year. The General Assembly also may 
authorize biennial capital improvement appropriations, for which the unexpended 
balances at June 30 of the first year of the two-year period are reappropriated for 
expenditure during the second year. 

The budgetary basis of accounting differs from generally accepted accounting 
principles, which require revenues to be recognized when they become available and 
measurable or when they are earned and expenditures or expenses to be recognized 
when the related liabilities are incurred. 

C. Fiscal Authority and Responsibility 

The office administers transactions in the General Revenue Fund-State. The state 
treasurer as fund custodian and the Office of Administration provide administrative 
control over fund resources within the authority prescribed by the General Assembly. 
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The office receives appropriations fi’om this fimd and does not maintain a proprietary 
interest in the fund. Appropriations from the fund are used for the basic operation of 
the office, including those programs and services that have no other funding source. 
These appropriations also may be used to initially fund, or to provide matching funds 
or support for, programs paid wholly or partially fi-om other sources. 

D. Employee Fringe Benefits 

In addition to the social security system, employees are covered by the Missouri State 
Employees' Retirement System (MOSERS) (a noncontributory plan) and may 
participate in the state's health care, optional life insurance, deferred compensation, 
and cafeteria plans. The optional life insurance and cafeteria plans involve only 
employee contributions or payroll reductions. Also, the deferred compensation plan 
involves employee payroll deferrals and, beginning January 1, 1996, a monthly state 
matching contribution for each participating employee. 

The state's required contributions for employee fiinge benefits are paid fi:om the same 
funds as the related payrolls. Those contributions are for MOSERS (retirement, basic 
life insurance, and long-term disability benefits); social security and Medicare taxes; 
health care premiums; and the deferred compensation plan match. 

Transfers related to salaries are not appropriated by agency and thus are not presented 
in the financial statement at the Exhibit. 

2. Program Specific 

The Office of Governor is appropriated funds to pay for Missouri’s share in various national 
and regional programs. The office makes a lump-sum payment annually to the National 
Governor’s Association, the Southern Governor’s Association, and the Advisory Commission 
on Intergovernmental Relations. These payments are for Missouri’s share of the expense of 
program operations. 

Note to the Supplementary Data: 

3. General Fixed Assets 


General fixed assets, which are recorded as expenditures when acquired, are capitalized at 
cost in the General Fixed Assets Account Group and are not depreciated. 

The Office of Governor adjusted the fixed asset balances for June 30, 1994, to correct errors 
made in recording the values of certain fixed assets. The adjustments were as follows:

STATE AUDITOR'S CURRENT RECOMMENDATIONS 


We have audited the special-purpose financial statement of the Office of Governor for the years ended 
June 30, 1998, 1997, 1996, and 1995, and have issued our report thereon dated October 14,1998. 

The following Management Advisory Report presents our findings and recommendations arising from 
our audit of the office's special-purpose financial statement. During our audit, we also identified a 
certain management practice which we believe could be improved. Our audit was not designed or 
intended to be a detailed study of every system, procedure, and transaction. Accordingly, the findings 
presented in the following report should not be considered as all-inclusive of areas where 
improvements may be needed. 


1 . 


Personal Service Costs 


In our prior audit report, we noted that various employees, while budgeted to and paid from 
appropriations of other state agencies, were physically located in and supervised by the 
Governor’s office, and performed duties attendant to programs and functions of the Office 
of Governor. Not only has this practice continued during the current audit period, but the 
number of such employees paid either wholly or partially from appropriations of other state 
agencies has increased. These employees include the following: 


A. Three employees were paid from appropriations of the Office of Administration (OA) 
for the year ended Jime 30, 1998. These employees prepared monthly time sheets for 
OA. 

One employee is the Executive Secretary to the Chief Counsel for the Governor's 
office. Her responsibilities include clerical duties, scheduling for the Chief Counsel 
and tracking legislative bills for the attorneys. Another employee is a secretary whose 
duties include opening and delivering the office mail. The third employee is a 
computer specialist who assists with the various office computer applications. 

B. The salaries for the other individuals were paid partially by other state agencies, with 
the remainder being paid by the Office of Governor. Except for the Legal Counsel, 
these employees prepared time sheets for the Office of Governor. 

1. The Legal Counsel for the Office of Governor was paid approximately 91 
percent by OA and 9 percent by the Office of Governor for the year ended 
June 30, 1998. This individual indicated her responsibilities for the Office of 
Governor include reviewing and advising on applications for executive 
clemency in capital punishment cases, researching and advising on legal issues 
regarding the Governor's duties and authority, monitoring and advising on 





lawsuits involving state agencies, and reviewing of bills passed by the General 
Assembly. She indicated her responsibilities for OA include areas such as 
policy and legislation development (review and implementation), lawsuits and 
administrative hearings and rules, drug courts, and local sentencing initiatives. 

2. The Deputy Chief of Staff for Policy Development was paid approximately 90 
percent by the Department of Social Services and 10 percent by the Office of 
Governor for the year ended June 30, 1998. This individual indicated his 
responsibilities include welfare and aging issues, child support enforcement, 
and child care, child abuse, and family violence issues. 

3. The Director of Legislative Affairs was paid approximately 78 percent by the 
Department of Natural Resources and 22 percent by the Office of Governor 
for the year ended June 30, 1998. This individual indicated his responsibilities 
include reviewing legislation effecting the Department of Natural Resources 
and dealing with environmental issues effecting the St. Louis area. In 
addition, he is the Small Business Ombudsman for the Office of Governor. 

4. The Assistant Legal Counsel for Extraditions was paid approximately 66 
percent by the Department of Corrections and 34 percent by the Office of 
Governor for the year ended June 30, 1998. He indicated his responsibilities 
include handling applications for executive clemency and 
extraditions/detainers. 

5. The Assistant Director for Policy Development was paid approximately 75 
percent by the Department of Elementary and Secondary Education and 25 
percent by the Office of Governor for the year ended June 30, 1998. He 
indicated his responsibilities include reviewing documents, formulating policy, 
responding to inquires, and attending meetings for areas such as vocational 
rehabilitation grants, public school teacher retirement, school accountability 
and student performance, decertification of unfit teachers, and charter schools. 

6. The Assistant for Policy and Legislative Affairs was paid approximately 32 
percent by the Department of Mental Health and 68 percent by the Office of 
Governor for the year ended June 30, 1998. He indicated his responsibilities 
include reviewing documents, responding to inquiries and formulating policy 
relating to areas such as mental health advocate groups. Caring Communities 
program, SSI grants, and treatment for children with autism. He also 
indicated that he deals with Division of Aging issues. 

No documentation was provided to support how the above percentages were 
established, therefore, it could not be determined whether the portion of the salaries 
paid by the other agencies was a reasonable reflection of the work performed by the 
applicable employees for those agencies. 
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The total salaries for various employees paid from appropriations of the Office of Governor 
and other state agencies for the four years ended June 30 1998, were as follows:

While some of the -activities performed by some of these employees were related to the 
departments which paid their salaries, it appears their primary job responsibilities were 
functions associated with the Office of Governor. If these employees are performing work 
for the Office of the Governor, their salaries and expenses should be paid from the Governor's 
office appropriations. 

The appropriations from the General Revenue Fxmd-State are intended to cover the basic 
operating costs of the office. It appears the operations of the Office of Governor have been 
supplemented by appropriations of other state agencies, thus circumventing the appropriation 
process as established by the General Assembly. This practice makes it difficult to establish 
accountability for the costs of operating the Office of Governor. 

WE RECOMMEND the Office of Governor maintain documentation to support the 
allocation of personal service costs to other state agencies or discontinue the practice of using 
other state agencies' appropriations to pay personal service costs of that office. This may 
require the Office of Governor to request additional funding sufficient to pay all operating 
cbsYs of the office from its own appropriations!' 

A UDITEE'S RESPONSE 

A. The Office of Administration has historically provided staff to the Office of the Governor 
(pursuant to Section 37.010.4, RSMo). Previous administrations have supported the 
Governor's Office to varying degrees. 

B. We believe our percentages are reasonable and appropriate; however, on an annual basis 
we will review the use of outside resources. We have looked for opportunities to share 
and/or shift existing resources to meet changing priorities, rather than requesting more 
people and money.

A separate inventory of general fixed assets is maintained for the Governor's office and the 
Mansion. At June 30, 1998, the inventory balance for the office and the Mansion totaled 





approximately $540,000 and $145,000, respectively. Our review of the property records 

disclosed the following areas where improvements are needed: 

A. A physical inventory of the fixed assets in the Governor’s office is not performed 
annually as required by the Code of State Regulations at 15 CSR 40-2.03 1. 

Annual physical inventories are necessary to establish proper accountability over fixed 
assets. In addition, documentation of the physical inventory should be retained to 
show compliance with state regulations. 

B . Neither the Governor’s office nor the Mansion prepared a complete annual statement 
of changes in fixed assets. While the Governor’s office prepared a listing of fixed 
asset additions and dispositions for each year, the beginning balance, additions, and 
dispositions for each year did not reconcile to the ending balance. 

The Code of State Regulations at 15 CSR 40-2.031 requires state agencies to prepare 
a statement of changes in fixed assets annually to summarize transactions occurring 
during the fiscal year. 

C. The property records for the Mansion do not indicate the acquisition date for the fixed 
assets. In addition, the Mansion records do not indicate the date and method of 
disposition, if applicable. 

Such information is necessary to better account for property and to provide complete 
and accurate fixed asset records. The Code of State Regulations at 15 CSR 40-2.03 1 
requires state agencies to maintain adequate fixed asset records that contain 
identification number; description of the item including name, make, model and serial 
number, where appropriate; acquisition cost; date of acquisition; estimated useful life 
at the date of acquisition; physical location; and method and date of disposition, if 
applicable. 

D. We noted a set of china cups purchased in fiscal year 1995 for the Mansion, costing 

$5,165, was not included in the property records. The failure to properly record 
property items reduces the control and accoimtability over fixed assets and increases 
the potential for loss, theft, or misuse of assets. 

Condition B. was similarly noted in our prior audit report. 

WE RECOMMEND the Office of Governor: 

A. Conduct an annual physical inventory for the office and reconcile the physical 
inventory to the fixed asset records. Documentation of the physical inventories 
should be retained to show compliance with state regulations. 

B. Prepare a complete statement of changes in fixed assets annually. 
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C. Ensure the acquisition dates and disposition dates, if applicable, of property items is 
recorded on the Mansion property records. 

D, Ensure all property items are recorded on the Mansion fixed asset records. 

A UDITEE'S RESPONSE 


A. We concur. We are in the process of implementing or have already implemented all 
recommendations regarding fixed assets. 

We will perform an annual physical inventory of fixed assets. 

B. The Governor's Office fixed assets reports originally did not reconcile to the ending balance 
because the office was in transition between computerized inventory programs. The 
discrepancy was due to software conversion that has now been completed and the reports 
reconcile. 

C. We concur. The Mansion will complete an annual statement of changes in fixed assets as 
part of the annual inventory process. The annual inventory will include all pertinent 
information to identijy the item. We will also include dates for all items acquired and when 
disposition occurs. 

D. We concur. 


This report is intended for the information of the management of the Office of Governor and other 
applicable government officials. However, this report is a matter of public record and its distribution 
is not limited. 


Follow-Up on State Auditor’s Prior Recommendations

FOLLOW-UP ON STATE AUDITOR'S PRIOR RECOMMENDATIONS 


This section reports follow-up action taken by the Office of Governor on recommendations made in 
the Management Advisory Report (MAR) of our report issued for the two years ended June 30, 
1994. The prior recommendations which have not been implemented, but are considered significant, 
have been repeated in the current MAR. Although the remaining imimplemented recommendations 
have not been repeated, the office should consider implementing these recommendations. 

1. Circumvention of the Appropriation Process 

A. Several employees were physically located in and supervised by the Governor's office, 
and performed duties attendant to programs and functions of the Office of Governor; 
however, the salaries of the employees were paid from appropriations of other state 
agencies. 

B. Computer equipment, costing approximately $53,500, was purchased by the Office 
of Administration and identified as property of that agency, but was used exclusively 
by the Office of Governor and the Mansion for routine daily activities. 

C. Instead of requesting an increase in the Governor's appropriation for inmate labor 
costs associated with the Mansion, the iiunate labor costs were backed out of the 
Mansion appropriation and charged to an OA appropriation. 

D. In fiscal year 1 994, expenses totaling $9,975, were held and paid from the subsequent 
year's appropriation because the current year’s appropriations were insufficient to pay 
the expenses. 

Recommendation : 

The Office of Governor: 

A-C. Discontinue the practice of using other state agencies' appropriations to pay operating 
costs of the office and mansion. The Office of Governor should request funding levels 
sufficient to pay all operating costs of the office from its own appropriations. 

D. Keep expenditures within the limits of current year appropriations. 

Status : 

A. Not implemented. See MAR No. 1. 

B. Both the Office of the Governor and the Mansion continue to utilize the computer 
equipment purchased from the OA appropriation; however, we noted no similar 
purchases during the current audit period. 
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C. It appears that during fiscal year 1 994, a decision was made to have the Division of 
Facilities Management - Office of Administration pay the cost of inmate labor used 
in operating the various state buildings in the capitol complex, including the 
Governor’s Mansion. The funding of these costs has been handled in this fashion 
since that time. 

D. We noted no instances of expenditures being paid from a subsequent year’s 
appropriation during the current audit period. 

2. Expenditures and Purchasing Procedures 

A. Written agreements were not entered into for some professional services expenditures 
totaling approximately $16,200. 

B. The Office of Governor was not always using the long distance carrier which was 
awarded the state contract. 

C. State procurement and bidding requirements were not followed for some purchases. 

Recommendation : 

The Office of Governor: 

A. Ensure all professional services are supported by written agreements specifying duties 
to be performed and compensation to be paid. 

B. Utilize the state contract long-distance carrier. 

C. Ensure the state's procurement and bid polices are followed. 

Status: 


A-C. Implemented. 

3. Fixed Assets 

A. Fixed asset records did not always include complete descriptions, accurate locations, 
and model and serial numbers, where applicable. 

B. Both manual and computerized inventory records were maintained for the fixed 
assets; however, these records were not reconciled. 

C. A schedule of additions and retirements of fixed assets was not prepared. 
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Recommendation 
The Office of Governor: 

A. Record accurate and complete descriptions of assets on the property records. 

B . Reconcile the manual inventory records to the computerized inventory list and resolve 
any differences. Once the reconciliation is complete, only one inventory lis tin g should 
be maintained. 

C. Prepare schedules of additions and deletions annually. 

Status: . 


A. Partially implemented. The description, model, and serial number of items were 
generally complete and accurate; however, we noted some instances where the 
location of an item was not accurate. Although not repeated in the current MAR, our 
recommendation remains as stated above. 

B. Implemented. 

C. Partially implemented. The Governor’s office prepared addition and disposition 
listings during the current audit period; however, some exceptions were still noted in 
this area. See MAR No. 2. 

4. Personnel Policy 


The office's policy manual required full-time employees to work only a minimum of 37.5 
hours per week, rather than a 40 hour week. 

Recommendation : 

The Office of Governor consider requiring of their employees the same 40 hour work week 
which is required of other state employees. 

Status : 

Implemented.

OFFICE OF GOVERNOR 
HISTORY AND ORGANIZATION 


The supreme executive power of the state is vested in the governor. Unless otherwise provided by 
law, he appoints members of all boards, commissions, and state government department heads as well 
as those of several other entities in the state and all vacancies in public offices. He commissions all 
officers of the state unless otherwise provided by law. Through his capacity as commander-in-chief 
of the militia, he is the conservator of peace throughout the state. 

Providing the state's principal financial administration, the governor presents to the General Assembly 
a proposed budget for each appropriation period, passes approval on appropriation bills presented 
to him by the General Assembly, and subsequent to the passage of such bills, may control the rate at 
which appropriations are expended. He may reduce the appropriations when actual revenues are 
below the estimated revenues upon which the appropriations were based. 

All bills passed by both houses are presented to and considered by the governor where they are signed 
into law or disapproved and returned to the originating house. 

In addition to the duties which are specifically assigned to the governor in the constitution, he has 
many other duties assi^ed to him by statute and by custom. The governor is also a member of the 
Board of Public Buildings and the State Board of Fund Commissioners. 

The governor is required to be at least thirty years of age and must have been a citizen of the United 
States for at least fifteen years and a resident of this state at least ten years prior to election. The 
governor is elected at the presidential election for a four-year term and is subject to re-election. No 
person may hold the office for more than two terms. 

On January 11, 1993, Mel Camahan was inaugurated as the state's fifty-first Governor. He was 
reelected Governor in November 1996, and his present term will expire in January 2001. 

At June 30, 1998, the office employed forty-seven personnel. An organization chart for the office 
follows.

Based on a request received from your office dated 
June 29, 1999, a Level II background investigation has been 
conducted concerning Mr. Melvin Eugene^Carnahan . Enclosed is a 
summary memorandum containing the results of this investigation, 
along with copies of three interviews providing details of 
information contained ip.. this summary memorandum. 

Mr. Carnahan advised that in 1960 the Internal Revenue 
Service (IRS') disallowed a deduction he made on his income taxes, 
and he was accessed less than $300 in taxes and penalties, which 
he resolved. Your office may wish to contact the IRS directly 
concerning this matter. 

An FBI background investigation was conducted 
concerning Mr. Carnahan in 1994.

During his routine interview conducted by the FBI-, and 
subsequent recontact, Mr. Carnahan provided his comments 
concerning civil suits, a bar complaint, membership in a social 
club, and stated he had paid back taxes to the IRS. .He also 
provided his comments concerning allegations made during his 1994 
FBI background investigation that he tried to elicit support to 
oppose an amendment on the state ballot by offering political 
favors . Being provided to the White House are copies of the 
following: Mr. Carnahan's initial interview from KC report dated 
07/20/1999; and subsequent recontact from KC report dated 

07/29/1999. (It should be noted that PSS did not direct 

investigators to obtain Mr. Carnahan's comments concerning the • 
1994 allegations.) 


One individual advised that Mr. Carnahan will sometimes 
ignore the spirit of the law to push his own political agendas.

He was on active duty until October 24, 1956, when he was 
released and transferred back to the USAFR. He wa,s honorably 
discharged on February 26, 1956, as a captain.

advised that five years have passed since he previously provided 
the FBI comments concerning Mr. Carnahan (in connection with Mr.

As an example, he cited that the 
State of Missouri recently enacted legislation regarding the 
funding for family planning and the general intent of the

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legislation was to not allow abortions to be funded with state 
funds. He advised that Mr. Carnahan, however, through the 
Department of Social Services, allowed state funds to be utilized 
to support planned parenthood, which supports abortions. He 
indicated that Mr. Carnahan did not make any secrets about this, 
but he opined that Mr. Carnahan yin1;^tPd both the "spirit" and 
letter of the law. provided favorable comments 

concerning Mr. Carnahan's associates, reputation, and loyalty. 

Twenty additional persons, consisting of current and 
former colleagues, subordinates, present neighbors, references, 
social acquaintance, and professional associates, were 
interviewed. They provided favorable comments concerning 
Mr. Carnahan's character, associates, reputation, and loyalty. 

All persons interviewed during the course of this 
background investigation stated they are unaware of any illegal 
drug use or alcohol or prescription drug abuse by Mr. Carnahan, 
nor have they ever known him to exhibit any type of bias or 
prejudice against any class of citizen or any type of religious, 
racial or ethnic group. They also commented that they believe 
Mr. Carnahan lives within his financial means. None of the 
individuals contacted was aware of any information concerning 
Mr. Carnahan that could be used to compromise or coerce him. All 
persons interviewed recommended him for a position of trust and 
responsibility.

Law Enforcement Agency Checks 

Information has been received from appropriate law 
enforcement agencies indicating their files contain no pertinent 
information concerning Mr. Carnahan. 

Professional Affiliations 


Mr. Carnahan is eligible to practice law in the State 
of Missouri. According to information available, Mr. Carnahan 
has been the subject of four complaints filed with the Missouri 
Bar Association (MBA). In the first of t hese complaints, filed 
on May 5, 1978, former clients I I who had retained his 

services in a land boundary dispute, alleged that Mr. Carnahan 
had taken a bribe from the defendants, had lied about his 
clients' right to a jury trial, and had withdrawn from the case 
without notification. 

The files of the MBA contained a copy of the original 
judgement decree indicating that all parties had waived the right 
to jury trial and copies of Mr. Carnahan's notices to his 
clients, the court, and the defendants that he intended to 
withdraw as attorney of record. The letters were dated shortly 
after his filing for a new trial on his clients ' behalf in 
December, 1975. Also on file were letters dated January 8, 1976, 
in which Mr. Carnahan notified the clients again that he would 
withdraw if his past due bills, which included payments to the 
surveyor and court reporter, were not paid, and January 26, 1976, 
letter which notified both the clients and the court that he was 
withdrawing as attorney of record. The file also contained 
documents showing that Mr. Carnahan filed a suit against his 
clients and on behalf of the court reporter, the surveyor, and ■ 
himself on October 15, 1976. On June 28, 1978, the clients were 
notified by the MBA that it had reviewed pertinent documents and 
found no violation of legal ethics. On the same date, 

Mr. Carnahan was notified that his actions in filing suit against 
the clients on behalf of the court reporter and surveyor had been 
improper (matter of procedure and not a violation of ethics') . 
Additionally, the MBA pointed out that Mr. Carnahan should have 
withdrawn prior to filing for a new hearing rather than after, 
but added that it did not consider this a matter of discipline 
and its remarks were cautionajry. Furthermore, the file indicated 
there was never any credible information developed to indicate 
that Mr. Carnahan had accepted any bribe or committed any other 
ethical violation. MBA records disclosed the complaint was 
retired on June 28, 1976. 
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The second of these complaints concerned a fee dispute 
filed on Ma y 17, 1978. Records of the MBA disclosed the 
complainant | | was advised that fee disputes were not 

considered a violation of legal ethics . The MBA Disciplinary 
Counsel deteinnined there was no basis for any disciplinary 
proceedings . No additional information was provided concerning 
this complaint. 


The third complaint, filed on September 
alleged Mr. Carnahan had agreed to take a client's

right-of-way case to court, although changed his mind after 
additional research. Records disclosed Mr. Carnahan had 
suggested the matter should be negotiated between all parties 
involved. The MBA Disciplinary Counsel detetmined there was no 
basis for disciplinary proceedings. No additional information 
was provided concerning this complaint. 


The final complaint was filed on September 23, 1996, by 
a Missouri Division of Worker's Compensation Administrative Law 
Judge. The complainant alleged Mr. Carnahan violated the Rules 
of Professional Responsibility relating to a lawyer's duty to 
maintain integrity of the legal profession. This individual 
alleged that Mr. Carnahan had stated that he (the complainant) 
was "a bad judge and had to go," or words to that effect. On 
November 11, 1996, Chief, MBA Disciplinary Counsel, ruled there 
was no grounds for initiation of an investigation as attorney's 
are not prohibited from expressing their opinions . 

During his routine interview conducted by the FBI on 
July 16, 1999, and as indicated on his Standard Form 86 {SF-86) , 
Mr. Carnahan advised that he had been the subject of a complaint 
filed at the MBA. He explained he was representing his clients 
in a property /boundary dispute which he had taken to trial . He 
stated that during the trial, the defense alleged that his 
clients had anonymously telephonically threatened them, and from 
that instant on, the judge presiding over the matter ultimately 
believed the defendant and ruled in their favor. As a result, 

Mr. Carnahan's clients filed a complaint against him that he had 
not represented them adequately and they refused to pay his fees, 
and the fees of the surveyor and the court reporter. 

Mr. Carnahan stated he paid the fees for the surveyor and court 
reporter and then sued his client for these fee payments . He 
also advised that the MBA ruled he had not acted improperly, but 
wrote him a letter suggesting he should have handled the matter 
differently. According to Mr. Carnahan, he has not been the 
subject of any other complaints, to his knowledge.

During his initial interview conducted by the FBI on 
July 16, 1999, Mr. Carnahan advised he has been the subject of 
civil suits, which have been filed against him in his official 
capacity as Governor of the State of Missouri . He explained that 
he failed to indicate this matter on his SF-86 as he did not 
consider them personal civil law suits. Mr. Carnahan also 
advised that he has routinely traveled abroad representing the 
State of Missouri in his position as Governor, and he has not 
maintained any continuing contact with representatives of any 
foreign countries. 


Mr. Carnahan also advised, and as indicated on his 
SF-86, that he is a member of the Missouri Athletic Club, 

St. Louis, Missouri, and that this club formerly restricted 
membership. He stated he did not join the club until it had 
changed its policies concerning all discrimination. He also 
explained that he had researched the club prior to joining and 
was confident that there was no discriminatory practices . During 
a subsequent recontact on July 29, 1999, Mr. Carnahan further 
explained that he had become a non-resident member in the early 
1980' s, he had researched its membership policies,, and had been 
assured the club did not restrict membership based on race, 
religion, or ethnic background. He was not aware if the club 
restricted membership based on gender when he became a member. 

In the late 1980 's he became aware that the club began a campaign 
to attract more female members and that the campaign was 
successful. After becoming mayor, he was given honorary 
membership. He stated at no time during his association with 
this club has he been in any policy making positions nor been 
involved in its policies, including admission policies. He 
concluded that the club does not currently restricts its 
membership. (Refer to the Aaencv Checks section of this summary 
memorandum for additional comments concerning this matter.) 


Records of the Missouri Athletic Club, St. Louis, 
Missouri, disclosed that Mr. Carnahan was a member in good 
standing. Records disclosed that in 1988, the club had taken 
action to correct' its membership restriction, and its current 
by-laws disclosed that the club is committed to assuring equal 
opportunity for all potential members and does not discriminate. 
No additional infomation was provided. 
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Also during his initial interview, Mr. Carnahan 
provided his comments concerning the fact that during a 1994 FBI 
background investigation, some individuals had alleged he had 
acted improperly with regards to defeating the Hancock Amendment . 
(Refer to the Agency Checks section of this summary memorandum 
concerning this matter.) Mr. Carnahan denied his office had used 
any state funds in their efforts to defeat the amendment . In 
support of his campaign, he had contacted various businessmen 
throughout the state soliciting funds from a fund-raiser office 
opened by members of his party (Protect Missourians) . He also 
denied that he had ever contacted an individual by the name of 
and requested money with the impli cation he wo uld 
proviae a favor.

During Mr. Carnahan's subsequent recontact, he advised 
that in 1960, the Internal Revenue Service_disallowed a deduction 
he made on his income taxes, and he was assessed less than $300 
in taxes and penalties, which he satisfied. He explained he had 
been employed at a law firm after graduating from law school and 
had earned equity in the firm. When he disassociated himself 
from the fim, he requested be paid $1,000 in equity he had 
accrued. When the firm refused to pay, he deducted the $1,000 
from his next year's taxes as a business loss. Mr. Carnahan 
stated he is current on all tax obligations .

Searches of the various indices of the FBI, including 
but not limited to the central index maintained at FBI 
Headquarters, the index of the Criminal Justice Information 
Services Division (Mr. Carnahan by fingerprints and other known 
identifying data; Mr. Carnahan's close relatives by name and 
other known identifying data only) , the indices of appropriate 
field offices and other appropriate computer data bases, did not 
identify any documents that contain pertinent information 
identifiable with Mr. Carnahan or his close relatives except the 
following: 


Mr. Carnahan was the subject* of an FBI 
background investigation completed in 
December, 1994, conducted in connection with 
an unspecified Presidential appointment. 
During the course of that background 
investigation, thirty individuals, consisting 
of colleagues, subordinates, neighbors, 
references, professional associates, and 
social acquaintances, provided favorable 
comments concerning him. 

During the course of that investigation, one 
individual, who at the time was a political 
opponent of Mr. Carnahan, characterized him 
as a "wolf in sheep's clothing" because he 
often twisted things to his political 
advantage, citing that in 1991 when signing a 
tax increase into law, he claimed that he was 
obligated by court order to support and sign 
the legislation. When she challenged him on 
this statement, he no longer maintained he 
was obligated to support the increase, 
leading her to believe that he claimed the 
obligation because the tax increase was a 
political liability. She also advised that 
Mr. Carnahan used his position as Governor to 

oppose the Hancock Amendment, a tax cut

This individual 
advised that she could not offer a 
recommendation without knowing the position 
for which Mr. Carnahan was being considered. 
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Another individual advised that he did not 
believe Mr. Carnahan was always 
straightforward, citing for example that 
Mr. Carnahan had used his position as 
Governor to defeat the Hancock Amendment. 

This individual considered this unethical and 
not in the spirit of the law. (This 
individual did note that some of his views 
may be prejudiced due to his political 
partisanship.) This individual recommended 
Mr. Carnahan for a position of trust and 
responsibility .

Also, during the course of the 1994 
background investigation, Mr. Carnahan 
advised during his routine interview 
conducted by the FBI that he had been the 
subject of civil suits in his official 
capacity and had been the subject of a bar 
grievance. He also advised that he belonged 
to the Missouri Athletic Club at a time when 
it accepted male members only. He noted that 
the club did not discriminate in any other 
way and, further, that he was never involved 
with setting its policy. He stated he 
resigned from the club in the mid-1980's, but 
was given an honoraory membership in 1993 when 
he became governor. He further advised that 
the club had changed its policy by that time, 
and he noted that he would not have accepted 
honorary membership if the club had still 
prohibited female members . 

FBI files** indicate that Mr. Carnahan is 
referenced on numerous occasions in 
corruption of state and local public official 
files from 1994 to 1999. Information in 
these files includes allegations made by 
either unknown sources or identifies some 
individuals alleging Mr. Carnahan provided 
political favors in connection with campaign 
contributions or for his allies . Some of 
these favors included the awarding of 
business contracts, the promise of 
appointments or jobs, or the awarding of fee 
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offices. Some files also indicate that when 
he needed to, he pressured individuals of 
authority for votes to fulfill these alleged 
favors . FBI files also reference an alleged 
phone call (made by an individual supposedly 
on behalf of Mr. Carnahan) to the chairman of 
the UMB concerning the Hancock Amendment. It 
should be noted that FBI files do not 
indicate that the FBI has initiated or 
conducted any criminal investigations 
concerning Mr. Carnahan in connection with 
any allegations . 

It should be noted that results of the above indices 
searches reveal only data entered into those indices as of the 
date each was searched. However, it should also be noted that 
some delays may occur as to the entry of such data.
